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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-20 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed November 14, 2005, with respect to claims 1, 9, and 
14 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1,9, and 14 
has been withdrawn. The amended claim 1 could not be overcome, and the arguments 
for claims 9, and 14 were persuasive, thus the submitted Declaration was not 
considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Independent claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the examiner 
found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art found any 
motivation to combine any of said prior art. The following limitations were not found in 
the prior art of record: 

wherein each bridge device is operable to translate serial data from the serial attached 
SCSI protocol to serial data in the Serial ATA protocol; 

Dependent claims 2 - 8 are rendered allowable, as associated independent claim 1 is 
allowable. 

Independent claim 9 is allowable over the prior art of record because the examiner 
found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art found any

motivation to combine any of said prior art. The following limitations were not found in 
the prior art of record: 

A translation node operable to translate serial data from the serial attached SCSI 
protocol to serial data in the Serial ATA protocol; 

Dependent claims 10 - 13 are rendered allowable, as associated independent claim 9 
is allowable. 

Independent claim 14 is allowable over the prior art of record because the examiner 
found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art found any 
motivation to combine any of said prior art. The following limitations were not found in 
the prior art of record: 

A translation node operable to translate serial data from the serial attached SCSI 
protocol to serial data in the Serial ATA protocol; 

Dependent claims 15-20 are rendered allowable, as associated independent claim 14 
is allowable.
